The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
drawn to a method of preparing carotenoids, i.e., astaxanthin. canthaxanthin, and 
lycopene, and to an intermediate compound of formula (IV). The closest prior art of 
record teach the preparation of carotenoids by Wittig reaction of a dialdehyde and a 
phosphonium salt, as claimed herein; however, instant claim 7 is drawn to a dialkoxy 
derivative that is neither taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art, said compound 
being made from the Wittig condensation of a dialkoxy dialdehyde reactant. The 
process and compound(s) are both found allowable because there is no teaching in the 
prior art, and no suggestion for a person having ordinary skill in the art to employ a 
dialkoxy dialdehyde reactant to make a novel dialkoxy intermediate compound.
